JOINT CUSTODY 

Even one-time marijuana use can get your 
kids taken away — if you’re poor and biack 
in Phiiadeiphia. By Daniel Denvir 

I t’s been six weeks, and Victoria Andrews can't get her kids out 
of foster care.wheie they were placed byPhilly'sDeptiitment of 
Human Services IDHS). Because she smoked marijuana. 
Andrews (not bar real name) isnodrugdealer or even, she says, 
a habitual andrer. But it turns out thatthe child welfare 
often sees little difi'erCTce between marouanasmokiiig and heroin 
or (Tack addiction. And while marijuana alcme rarely prompts DHS 
to take someone’s children away, once a &mily is in the ^stem, the 
slightest whiff can comf^kate things to an extraordiiiaryd^ree. 

‘A parent gets involved [withDHS] feramultitude of reasons: 
Maybe they have mental health or housing issues; maybe their gas 
keeps getting turned off If marijuana is one ofthose reasons, it can 
keep a child in foster care,' says Kathleen Creamer, a staff attorney 
at Community Legal Services (CLS), Nationwide, states and locali- 
ties are moving toease penalties for murijuBna possession. In Philly, 
District Attorney Seth Williams broke with his bare-knuckled 
predecessor Lynne Abraham and begun issuing summary offenses, 
rather than misdemeanor charges, for small quantities of pot. 

Butin thechild welfare system, marijuana use canoften prove a 
disproportionate and devastating complication. 

Vanessa Garrett Harley, deputy commissioner Sir the Children 


and Youth Division ofDHS, acknawledgestheissue,notingthBt 
family reunification con often be blacked 'if you hove a case that’s 
already c^ien for other reasons, and then aIl%ations come out about 
using drugs — even if it’s a drug like marijuana.' 

In Andrews' case, her children won’t tetum until a judge is satis- 
fied with her completion ofa drug treatment program she says she 
does not need — and which she attends alongside individuals with 
serious addiction issues. ‘One person says,‘rm here because I’m 
an alcoholic.’Another, because fm on cocaine and heroin.’ And Tm 
like. "Wow, my story is small.’' 

The dicumstances that brought Andrews into the child welfiire 
astern were compKcated, and 
(]uick^ sjaraled out of control. 
Her newborn's i linens jmmpted 
a concerned doctor to call DHS; 
while DHS did not find ne^i- 
gence, they continued to checkup 
on Andrews, and a few months 
laterfbund structural problems in her home. By court order, she 
moved with her children to a homeless shelter; then she left, over- 
whelmed by the she tter’s oppressive rules. 

Months later, DHS imd Fbiladelphia police caught up with her at 
her new home and took the children away. 

Two days lotcrwhenAndrewswenttocourt together kids bock, 
she was told she would be drug tested. 'Before you do that, 'she told 
them, *1 should tell you that I smoked marijuana.* 

Andrews saysshe does not drink or do hanldni^.But in the 
aftermath ofDHS taking her kids, she wanted to tiike the edge off

Thines got rather heated Monday night at a FrandaviUe Neigh- 
borhood Develc^inent Corp. (FNDC) community meeting. 
Prandsville Hesnnrth ofFairmount Avenue, between Broad and 
Corinthian — an overlooked area that has recently gained the 
attention of developers who could, brexample, point out that it's 
just a short walk to the new Starr and Vetri spotson North Broad. 

On the agenda: a nm-of the-mill-soimding zoning variance request 
Sir a(danned single-family home at 1911 Brown St.Fhe lotin ques- 
tion sits amid several lots that have been vacant Ibr years — which 
happen to have been turned into a de facto park and rose 
garden, complete with benches and a rose -themed mural. Into this 
thicket of commvtal pride walked developer Wilbam Guzman. 

'You ore wllingtodestroy something that has been there for 
more than a decade,' one audience member told Guzman. 

'A lot of money was invested in drat — open space ublized for the 
community,' said a woman inazebra-putternod hat 

Guzman tried to make his case:“When you have your parties 
or your roses, part ofthat ison my property, "whidr he bought 
in 2007. But the crowd bristled, and community member Miguel 
Ortiz demanded that FNDC's zoning committee members come to 
the front “so we can see their faces" — even though the zoning 
committee has no control over the sale of private property. 

FNDC director Psiekrpe Giles tried to calm the crowd, a mix 
of older black folks (mostlysittingon the rightside of the aisle) and 
yuimger white folks (mostlyon the lefr side). She pointed out that 
the lot has always been privately owned, and that even the adjacent 
dty-owned lots could be sold at any time.

Becau.se she tested positive for marijuana use, 
the DHS lawyer recommended that she complete 
drug treatment — but, citing the good condition of 
herhome. said the children should be returned to 
her. The lawyerassignedtoadvocateforherchil- 
dren. however, said th^ should be held in foster 
care while Andrews completed treatment — and 
the judge agreed. 

‘Tlousingwas the real issue, and housing was 
solved.” says Andrews' lawyer, who asked not to be 
identi£edto|HntBct her Ghent's anonymity. "And 
then the poh In DHS-land, drugs mean addiction, 
which means court -ordered treatmenL" 

Ifit were not f>r that one blunt, she says, Andrews 
would have Img since had her children bade, 

“A positive result in a urine cup cannot tell 
you what type of parent this is," says Emma 
Ketteringham, director of legal advocacy at 
NationalAdvocatea for Pregnant Women. Tt’s an 
excuse to disrupt the family without any real evi- 
dence thatthechildrenareexposcd toharm." 

Studies CO nsistattly show that while blacks 
and Latinos are far more likely to be arrested for 
marijuana, whites smoke pot at a hi^er rate. And 
i^s not just the counterculture: A 2010 article in 
Philadelphia magaaae described booming “High 
Times on the Main Line . . . the heady smell ofmori- 
juana . . . floating out from Rittsnhouse Square ter- 
races, from suburban townhouse windows, ffnm the 
livingroomB of ChasterCoun^ farmhouses." 

None of these well-heeled stoners e:q)ressed fear 
of loringtheiT children. But there are diflerent rules 
for poor families, rays Dorothy Roberta, pro&ssor at 
Northwestern University Lew School and author of 
Shattered Bonds: The Color of Child Welfare. 

“Substance abuse is one of the dearest examples 
of a double standaid in the child welfare system, 
because we know that substance abuse cuts across 
all socioeconomic and racial lines. Yet the children 
removed from home becatise ofsubstancc abuse 
tend to be poor children and children of color." 

DHS must strike a tou^ balance: keeping fami- 
lies together while ensuring that children are safe. 
Removing achild evrai for one night can be extraoi' 
dinarily traumatic, but leaving a child in an unsafe 
envirorunent can result in disaster. 

Cases where DHS &iled to pro\'ide oversi^t 
have pmmptnd severe critidsm. most infamously 
the 2006 death ofDanieal Kelly. 

Tyqricolly. child welfare removals skyrocket in 
the aitermathofa majorscandaL And thafs what 
happened aftertbe Kelly case. But DHS says it 
has since taken a different path, decreasing the 
city’s foster care population from 6,194 in 2006 to 
4,323 so far this year. 

“We call it a media panic," says Garrett Hariey of 
DHS. “We're world ng very hard trying to get that 
number down. Because we know we don’t make 
good parents." In the past, she says, “We were tak- 
ing kids in to care who didn’t really have safety 
issues. They were peqflesufferingfromsocietyillB." 

Yet data compiled by the National Coalition for 
Child Protection Reform shows that Philadelphia 


has by far the highest rate of 
child removal of the five Uirgest 
American citiea 

A discriminatory approach to 
drag use shapes these inequi- 
ties. and begins at childbirth 
when hospitals drug-testnew- 
boms or ask mothers about their 
drug histnry — prompting calls 
to DHS about mothers of color 

at all. 

Acall about dru^ does not nec- 
essarily place aparent into the 
DHS pipelinei'Iheagency does a 
quick assessment, and ifthere is 
no problem, says Garrett Harley, 
they will not take the case on. 

But she criticizes hospitals 
for being too subjective, noting 
that the law ‘does not mandate 
dnig-Cesting of newborns. The 
hospataJ determines who they 
test.” she says.

He said 
that doctors should have flexibil- 
ity in determining drug-related 
abuse or neglect, just as they do 
with suspicaous physical injuries, 

"Whenyou talk to various 
hospitals, it^ one ofthe ctmeems 
Fve always had about it," says 
Garrett Harley. "Unfortunately, 
itoften plays out as radally 
disproportionate and dispropor- 
tionateJy [related to] dasa... Ask 
some of the hospitals at the Main 
Line.Tbey're not testing mothers 
out there."

> WITH A NET cast so broadly, it's no sViock that the Institute of 
CantemporaiyArt’s'‘BlowingOna Hairy Shoulder/Otief 
Hunters” faOs short in coherence. 

The exhibit veiy academically purports to study 'the tension 
between origin and origmality’ — or,inlBy7iiBn’stenns,hcnTthe 
past is roileclBd in the present so strongly that the present finds 
itself at this sort czf cmltural/ artistic walL an aesthetic version of 
writer’s block. 

These parameters could cynically be seen asHcensetojust hang 
whatever in the gallery and mil it an exhibit, but Til give the 
curators more credit than that. Looking at the broad spectrum of 
works in the room, from curious day installations to flashy video 
loopa, some central theme was at play here. Butin the photographs 
on display, that theme proves elusive. 

RanAiTur'8 2004Afa/egi8astrikinglarge-fonnatsquare print 
hung on the gallery’s far wall. Its the first thing your eyes are drawn 
to walking into the exhibit, and provides perhaps the most literal 
read of the heritage-versus-contemporarycruxoftheshow. In it, 
a young bc^ stands in a bedroom with two mattresses on the floor, 
striking a defensive pose. He’s surrounded by telling objects — a 
l^rsi on carpet covering the entire floor, a painting of an ornate 
domed mosque, framed Arabic calligruphy. But there are also photos 



within the photo: a headshot of an older maJe.presumably a relative, 
on the right wall Bcasualshotofawomanalonga beach, wrestling 
[dayiully with a small shark on the left wall It’s as iffifoieg is a 
self-ccmtained gertealogy for the boy in the center, the cultural and 
peieonal elementsthat his life draws on. 

Other works are less immediately obviouB in their meaning. Tel 
Aviv-based artist Yoc ha: Avrahumi's Untitled hcaiea in on a yard 
withacradud plastic lawn chair surrounded!^ bleached skeletal 
remains and detritus. It looks at first glance Uke an animal skel- 
eton. but is it? Avrahumi’s work studies the conflict in Israel and 
fUestine, and if we ima^ne for a second (hat these are human 
TP mainB , (he violence here 
— violence carried across gen- 
erations — is palpable. 

The further along we the 
more ambiguous thework 
gmws. English fdiotngTapher 
Corinne Day’s Gardening 
Time lodes tike a page out of a 1960s fashion magazine. Carson 
Fisk-Vittori’s playful Computers positions an cq>en laptop against 
an open book ofequal size and coloring. Acandle sitsatthecenterof 
the boolt, perhaps fi'aming the two elects as literal and figurative 
sources ofknowledge ondiDumirtation fixim different eras. Thnur 
Lichtenberg’s perplexing iSprroio placesan unwound wire from a 
spiral notebook on a writing desk, as though whatever history its 
pages once contained has been eradicated for a fi'esh start . Or per- 
haps itisjusta study on shapes and textures, the natural wood of the 
tabletop contrasting with the plastic coating of the spsraL

Did it work? I think so. but It’s haid to evaluate.

§ ou wont find Philadelphia's Divine Hand Ensemble in the 

I usual places. 

I I That's not to say they’re too fancy for indie-rock watering 
I holes, but with their twists on the sobriety ofdassical music, they 
^ just need more sonic elbow room than you often find on a sweaty 
S chib stage. Instead, during the ensemble’s yeai^pluseidstenae, 
i Divine Hand has booked events at Nikola Tesla Inventors CTub, 

£ the Dorian's Parlor monthly gathering of steampunks and South 
S Street'smcsaic-lined Magic Gardens. The curiouscoterie — a 
theieininist, a string quartet, a classical guitarist, two harpists, 
a soprano and a tenor — likes to fill a room with new and ancient 
sounds, sacred music, opera, reintorproted film scores and reimag- 
ined rock songs. 

So far they’ve added their curious touch to Edward Scissor- 
hands. G/iosibusters, A Clockwork Orange, Suspiria and other 
Italian honor movies, not to mention the musk of Queen and 
Zappa. Their swirling, cinematic take on The SpeciaIs”’GhoBt 
Town” is peiticularly haunting, 

'TVell sneak a IHtlc Mozart in there, as well," laughs bandleader 
Mano Divina. 

'Divine Hand was put togetheras a vehicle to showcase the art 
of an^ng electricity to 21st-centuiy audiences," says Divina.“Our 
goolistomovepecqile with beautiful music.

Anotherthing the spirited, drama tic Divine Hand brings is a 
sense offun, without dipiang into kitsch. Iheircovere are neither as 
stnu ndily starched as Kronos Quartet nor 85 dippy as Pink Martini. 
Divina and co. prefer a sexier theatricality, a hypnotic sensuality 
stirred cm by the purring strings and the whirring theremin.

With that, the act’s 
richly visual dismay and vexing vibes were 
captured in 2Ist Century CUuakat Music.

How to cook the old-school holiday bird without losing your head.

IT’S NOT heartening when you 
tell a James Beard Award-winning 
chef — Mike Solomonov, whom I 
work with at Federal Donuts — that 
you’regoingto cook a goose, and the 
first thing he says is, '^ude, that shit 

Jonathan Adams, chef^partner at 
Pub & Kitchen, immediately con- 
curred. “Goose is fairly tricky,"he told 
me.“rveyet to cook one that I enjoy, 
other than craifit legs.'’This seemed to 
be the unified opinion I received from 
bird-familiarprofessionals, both in 
f^iladelphia and farther afield, 

A holiday archetype on par with 
wassail and Yorkshire pudding — i,e., 
things Americans have nevereaten 

but have read about in Dickens novels 
— the bronzed bird is a traditional cel- 
ebratory feast in the United Kingdom, 
Italy. Germany, France and China, 
typscally served in late fall or early 
winter. And it's been thatway Ibrcen- 
turies. Tire first animal to be domes- 
ticated by civilized cultures was the 
dog," said Jim Schiltz, the pre-eminent 
South Dakota-based rancher of the 


fatty birds. “But no one can say if the 
nextwasa^ose ora cow,” 

Unlike chickens, \^ich can be 
manipulated into COT stantly lay- 
ing ^gs via canny husbandry, the 
springtime-laying goose cannot be 
coerced into year-round production, a 
factor that has hastened its decline on 
farmsteads and, in turn, the popular 
table. “A goose egg is about eight times 
the sizeof achicken egg," explained 
Schiltz. “It's like a 150-pound woman 
giving birth to a 7-and-a-half-pound 
child three times a week. It’s very sea- 
sonal, and takes very much out oftheir 
banes."'nie bird's schedule means you 
must wait until or early winter to 

butcher an 18- tn 22-week-old bird; the 
limited availability, hefty price and 
grande aze ofthe critterlthey average 
about 12pound8lmakesitthatmuch 
more of a specialty Hem, 

“We feed them fresh greens from 
throe weeks old. then alfalfa in full, like 
cattle." said Schiltz, whose company 
ships frozOT whole and parted-out 
geese.“They are pricey because of that 
It takes 7 poimds offeed to put 1 pound 


of me at on the goose." 

Assuming you're ready to pay the 
$7 .99-per-paund price goose fetches, 
there is still the trick of actually locat- 
ingone. In search ofa fresh bird, I 
did what all Philadelphians looking 
for strange meat should do: 1 called 
Sonny D’Angelo of D'Angelo Bros, in 
the ttaban Market. Unforturutelyfor 
me. the butcherwason vacation and 

her refusal to specaal-onler anything 
without hicTL Still coofident that in 
America, anything can be had if you've 
got the cash. I emailed a host offarmer 
friendB. Sure these folks have “goose 
guys" to recommsard,! thcrught. 

Now sKghtlydaunted, I called Pub 
& Kitchen to see ifAdams could help 
locate the beast, all while frantically 
Googling “goose Philodelphia'iand 
getting weird results like “baikirtg 
collies to fix smelly goose problem"). 
Adams told me he could easily order 
a fresh bird through his restaurant 
frommeatpurveyorsLaFrieda and

D'Aitagnan. That was a Wfedneuday; 
Thursday came and went withno bird. 
Adams set up a Friday deliveiy. We 
touched base Friday afternoon. 'Bad 
news." he said, “No goose. Tve got the 
O'Art agnan rep calling araund to find 
you one.“Just afew hours later, he 
dropped the hammer There was naiy 
a &eah goose in the tri-stute urea. 

Nowin afull-on food -writing cri- 
sis, I returned to Schiltz, font of uQ 
goose-related wisdom. They ship 
their frozoi birds directly, as well as 
to retailers such as GodshalTs Poultry 
in ReadingThrminal Market, where 
I tinaDy scored a 12-pound, frozen- 
solid bird, complete with long, bead- 
les neck. 

After two days of thawing in the 
fridge, uncovered — Adams sugge sted 
allowing the goose to dry out to pro- 
duce that roasting-highlightcrunchy 
crbme biulde skin — I had a game 
plan.'We have this Norman Rockwell 
image in ourhead ofthe whole roast 
bird, but scientifically it's not posts ble 
toco(dc the legs through without blow- 
ing the breast out'he told me. I took 
his advice and removed the leys from 
the body to cemfit them, or slowly cook 
them under their own fat. 


Havinglbadlylbutihered the legs oS 
trimmed away the wing tips and neck 
and removed the heart, kidneys, liver 
and all visible fat, I set about follow- 
ing the simple recipe on Schiltz's afkly 
named website, roastgoose.com. An ini- 
tial blast ofheat at 400 degrees set all 
remaining fat to rendering. This yield- 
ed nearly a quart, which I siphoned oft 
and refrigerated for my confit . 

Two hours later, we were ready to 
carve. DeejJy browned, with richly 


flavored, super-crispy skin, the bird 
was a far more impressive sight than 
a ^ical turkey, even minus the legs, 
Since the goose has a million years of 
flying built into its ON A, the entire 
bird is dark meat, like a duck. The 
myoglebin-rich, slow-twitch muscles 
are intensely flavorful and, once the 
fat is rendered, ejuite lean. The only 
drawback to the unusual feast is its 
cost per persem — my $90, 12-pound 


goose, with stuffing and sides, would 
have served six without leftovers, 
There’sexcellentstock to be made 
from the roasted carcass and gravy 
from the offal, neck and wing tips, 
bonus bits far too tasty to waste. 

If the promise of a richer, more ful- 
some holiday foast is tempting, but 
the process I just outlined sounds 
too daimting.you can order a whole 
smo ked goose online fr-om Schiltz — he 
spent three years perfecting the redpe 


in collaboratioa with the University of 
South Dakota’s meat sciences depart- 
ment “We combined a pa-roast ata 
low temperature fora longtime with 
a smoking cycle,’ he explains. “This is 
a centerpece meal — it tastes like a 
goose. it's tender, the skin is perfectly 
melted down and crispy, and each one 
is picture-perfect when you take it out 
ofthe oven."

Named for a home-ec handbook published in Old Gtyinthe 
mid-lBChcentuiy, this rambling manse of burl up- tented alcoves, 
shadowy bans, subterranean loos and secret dining rooms is so con- 
vincingly staged, it’s hard to recall the name of that Italian seaStod 
place that used to live here. (Joe Pesce, in case you were wondering.) 
The Fhrmers' Cabinet is what this king-size slice ofreal estate was 



always meant to be. Or at least it'shardnottofeelthatway as the 
hostess leads you to the “beerhaB," where seats await at a hand- 
some communal table flunked by walls ofoak casks. 

Matt Scheller and Mutt and Colleen Swaitz are the owners, 
though you may thinkit Steinbrennerian the way theFhrmers' 
Cabinet has a massed talent: DrcwNugenlon the piano, Phoebe 
Esmon on codctails, Terry Hawbukeron house beers, too many 
excellentservers you recognize on the floor. The projanetois have 
thought of everything, it seems. Except the food. 

That was the sentiment buck when F^ter Feltcai — a veteran 
of the ownership's Bethlehem spots and their abort-lived Fbrk 
& Barrel in EastFhlls — and the skeleton crew that followed his 
departure steered the kitchen into aperilcHis maelstrom. Then 
Jason Goodman, sous chefat Pam. crossed Broad Intake the 
helm. Now, with two months in the rear-view Goodman thinks the 
Farmers' Cabinet is poised to "ynerve into 
a direction where we can be a competitive 

ight laser-like focus tn 
a formerly freewheeling program. Barring 
the comical "premeal’category. the menu abides by neat divisions 
of cheese, charcuterie and pickles; starterv; and entrtes, sprinkled 
throughout which were glimmers enforcing potential. House-made 
merguez. forexampte, a friggin' firecracker alongside a pun-seared 
lamb loin with pearl barley anddebcatu purte.Or meaty, crunchy 
tempura frog legs stuffed with pork shoulder, a creation (currently 
not on the menu) so prep-intensive and sodeverit makes me think 
Goodman is either a masochist or a genius.

UnderGoodmen.the 
food here has taken a step up, but overall, it’s still half a 
dozen reading levels below the restaurant’s peerless bev- 

Alot of it was sheer execution, like the braised beef 
ribs, a specimen of local grass-fed designation so pious 
it resisted the idea of actually being eaten. The braised, 
cider-barbecue-sauce-lacquered meat gripped its bone, 
obstinate even when it met my knife. Petals of chewy 
venisonfoIlowed,mounted on paranip.s, celery root sweet 
potatoes and rutabagas, some of which were sounder- 
cooked they snapped like carrot sticks. The lemon-white 
chocolate cheesecake was wicked sweet The apple tort 
fell apart. 

Inothermslances, poor conception was to blame. Pork 
rinds accessorized a pail ofeacorgot drowned in whiskey 
butter, faddish and unnecessary. Do 1 dunk the chich- 
aronea or try to balance a snail on one like a crostini? 
Combmad muffins shot through with black pepper were 
tasty, but didn’t relate to the aforementioned beef ribs. 
Meanwhile, a limp apple/ radish/pear salad opposed 
undersaked duck rillettes on a narrow slate. The plate 
lookedpietty, but as a serving vessel it proved about as 
functional as an inner tube. At times, like when the array 
ofpidcles arrived, there were so many tinyjars spread 
about the table I felt lika Iwas at a perfume counter. 

Man.sometimea they make the food here hard to eat. 
That sentiment mounted into agrowing annoy artce 
during my first trip. Instead of worrying so much about 
having a haiku for every cocktail, I silently griped, maybe 
make sure the bread-service baguette isn’tcold and stale. 
Give me a knife for the rillettes and a fork for the salad, 
because one doesn't work for the other. 

I don't mean to demean the literary prose that accompa- 
nies the cocktail a, be they poems, myths, anecdotesor Tom 
Waits lyrica Powder Horn Punch, served in a foppish cut- 
crystal punch glass, delivered a history lesson on ammuni- 
tkins procedures in the 19th-century British Navy. But 
it's the shavings of nutmeg across the surface TU really 
remember, awarmotfactory salutation preceding each 
swallow of dark rum, ciimamon tea, maple andHme. 

The drinks at the Farmers' Cabinet are sublime, even 
ifyouVe the sort that finds whimsical names and esoteric 
ingredients grating. As for beer, if rare and unusual is your 
bag, there’s nowhere better. Five taps are dedicated to the 
house beers (brewed in Alexandria, Va., following delays 
of on onsite nanobiewery I, while 26 more unlea-sh Dutch 
rauchbiers, Italian pilsners and Norwegian one-offs. 

The food shouldbehalfthia terrific. Goodman’s making 
moves, like installing a new pastry chcfand roiling out 
five-couiae tasting menus forjust $60. Hike the sound of 
it, and to be fair. Goodman hasn't been dealt an easy hand 
in this 200 -seat beast The bar gets butts in the seats, but 
itfs up to him to get them to stay fordirmer.
